Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the prior art of record would anticipate the silver salt photothermographic 
dry imaging material and a corresponding method of forming an image, said material 
comprising: non-photosensitive aliphatic carboxylic acid silver salts, a photosensitive 
emulsion containing photosensitive silver halide grains, a silver ion reducing agent, a 
binder, and a cyan coloring leuco dye, wherein the binder contains latex of polymer, as 
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originally claimed by applicants, applicants' have amended the base independent claim 
to more particularly point out and distinctly claim the instant invention by including the 
limitation that the silver salt photothermographic dry imaging material further contains a 
specific yellow coloring leuco dye of formula (A-7). Said art does not, in fact, teach or 
suggest the incorporation of a yellow leuco dye, much less one of a specific formula, as 
presently claimed. The Examiner is of the opinion that applicants' inventive silver salt 
photothermographic dry imaging material and a corresponding method of forming an 
image, characterized in that the material contains a yellow coloring leuco dye of formula 
(A-7), is not anticipated by the prior art of record, would be unobvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art, and that their invention, as presently claimed, is patentably distinct over 
the closest prior art of record.
